Mr. Ryan presented a petition from the oflieers of 
the Mendocino CouiPy Agricultural Society, request­ 
ing the passage of the Act now before the Legisla­ 
tu re placing agricultural assuciati> ns under ^tatc 
control. Referred to the Committeejon Agriculture. 
Mr. Davi3 presented u petition from 54 firms and 
business men of Marysville, asking the Legislature 
not to pass the insurance bills now bef* re it. 
Re­ 
ferred i > the Committee on Corporations. 
On m otion of Mr. H udson, Senate Bill No. 150 
was m ade the special order for Wednesday next, at 
3 o’clock. 
Mr. C h e n e y presented a memorial from citizens of 
Chico, inviting the Legislature to \i.-it th a t city and 
view the location there offered as a site for a brunch 
Normal School. 
Referred to the Committee on 
Public Buildings. 


TIIK RBYESl’E BILLS.

The Senate then took up the special order of the 
h o u r: 
Semite Bill No. 397—An Act to amend Sections 
3607, 3617, 3027, 3028, 3029, 2030, 3634, 3610. 36.1, 
3043, 3050, 3651, 3652, 3063, 3673, 2078, 3679, 3730, 
3752, 8839 and 3861, and to aud a new sect on to 
be num bered 3604 to, and to re enact Section 3717 
of, Title IX. of the Political Code, to provide rev­ 
enue f.»r the support of the governm ent of the 
State—being the bill reported by the m ajority of 
the Joint Committee on Finance and Ways and 
Means. 
After the first section had been read Mr. More­ 
land offered as a substitute for the bill Senate B II 
No. 398—an Act to amend Sections 3607, 36 7, 3(527, 
3628,3629, 303), 3634, 2610, 36-13, 3050, 3651, 3652, 
3663, 3673, 3678, 6679, 3717, 3730, 3752, 3786, 3839 
and 33 1, and to repeal sections 3680 and 3687 of an 
Act entitled an Act to establish a ^Political Code, ap­ 
proved March 12, 1372, rclat tig to revenue, and to 
add two new sections numbered 36(54 and 3665—be­ 
ing the bill presented by the m inority of the joint 
committee. 
Considerable discussion followed on the order in 
which the bills should he taken up, and it was 
agreed th at, on the motion of Mr. M kklanp, the 
whole question was open for discussion. 
M r. M o r e la n d took the floor and spoke in fav >r 
of the m inority bill aud against the m ajority bill, 
lie held that the m inority differed from the m ajori­ 
ty m ainh in the fact th at it proposed to re-enact 
substantially the law th at was in force in this State 
before i lie decision c f the Hibernia Bank ea«c. 
He 
object d to the first section of the m ajority bill ; 
first, because it was a conundrum ; second, because it 
attem pts to reverse every decision of the Supreme 
C ourt of the United States and every decision of the 
Suprem e Court o f this State prior to the Hibernia 
Bank case ; third, because, in bis opinion, it was un­ 
constitutional ; fourth, because it was discrim ­ 
inating ; and fifth, because it was unjust.

TUB MAJORITY SIDE. 
_ Mr. P ardkk— Mr. President, it may bo well for me, 
sir, os having been Chairman of the Joint Committee 
on Finance of the Senate, and Ways and Means of the 
Assembly, te ex press my views upon the two hills 
th at are now before tfce Senate for its consideration. 
1 believe ii has been known to most of the Senators 
here tb&t I have been laboring under a physical dif­ 
ficulty for the last m onth from tne effects of a cold 
th at has term inated in bronchitis. 
Under these cir­ 
cumstances 1 havel taken the trouble to w rite my 
views in m anuscript form, and I will ask the indul­ 
gence of this Senate th at I may he allowed to have 
the Secretary of this Senate to read them for me. 
Leave wan granted, and th » S ecretary read the 
speech of Mr. Pardee, as follows: 


SPEECH OK SENATOR PARDEE. 
Mr. P resident: As Chairman of the Committee 
on Finance, 1 suppose it is expected by the Senate 
th at I will subm it some views in support of Senate 
Bill No. 230 in addition to those presented in the 
m ajority rcjiort which has been printed and is now 
in tho hands of the Senators. 
No subject eng gis 
the attention of the legislator upon which constitu­ 
encies are to sensitive as that of laxatb n. 
No other 
subject is so far-reaching, and none, however wisely 
devised, is regarded w iih so much disfavor. The 
right exercised b3’ th e State in taxing its subjects is 
th e m ost -.rbitraryof ad *o.v4»rnmeut d functions. 
Tax tion is a forced co tribution to the support of 
Government, and as it is Drought home to every 
citizen, each claims and^cxercises the right to criti­ 
cise and challenge the fairness of the principles upc n 
winch it is based. The great point to l e attained 
is to m ake taxation exactly ju st aud strictly equita­ 
ble. 
The members cf the committees of the two 
houses having this subject under c.m.-¡deration 
s -cmed, individually, to realize the importance of 
the sal joct, and to have evinced a desire to so . eal 
with it as to 1 nr.g the product of their labore 
w ithin the equities if tJ o íule I have suggested; 
and yet there is a wide divergence in the conclu­ 
sions reached by. the m inority and m ajority. 
Ta ition H a necessity cf government, and may 
n >t be avoided, hut a wise statesm anship adm on­ 
ishes us th at the system whereby the revenues of a 
State are levied and collected should he fram ed with 
such care and skill th at this attribute of discour- 
ag> nuMit shall not fall too heavily upon tlv se forms 
of individual or associated effort. The great d versify 
of form i:i which properly value flndj expression 
has given rise to slwrply-defiucd differences of opin­ 
ion as to the method-» of assessment, and the chief 
difficulty we will encounter on this floor in harm on­ 
izing conflicting views will grow out of the subtls- 
ties of distinction between the values of actu d , 
tangible property, and the values aid ing out of the 
use and ownership of property, and the prospective 
and hypothetical profits of such use and ownership. 
The 
paint at which you will 
find 
it most 
difficult to avoid double taxation 
will 
be in 
the effort to distinguish between evidences of 
ownership and the tangible things such evidences 
stand for. 
'Hie relation of many persons to the 
same property may assume emllessVnrietv of form. 
It is not always easy to clearly p*i. cive th a t we do 
not create property by regarding these various re­ 
lations as in each case a new value. 
It is the object 
of Government to tax property in individuals; it 
should also be kept clearly in view that any system 
of taxat ion, to be ju st, should distribute the b u r­ 
dens of taxation w ithout prejudice. 
The mos 
dangerous, u njust and inequitable tact hod of foster­ 
ing *.nc interest or discouraging the m any forms 
whi h property may take, is by foster.ng on the one 
hand by way of exem ptions and obstructing on the 
other by inequitable taxation. 
The one great lead­ 
ing 
difference 
(and 
for 
the 
present 
I 
will 
ignore other differences 
th at 
may 
exist) be­ 
tween tho views as expressed by the m ajority 
and 
the 
m inority rejnirts 
now 
before 
this 
Senate relates to the 
method i f assessing 
he 
certificates of stock which represent the interest or 
shares of individuals in the property of the corpora­ 
tion. The m ajority rcj*>rt advocates a method of 
assc^in g to individuals t?ie prem ium which may bo 
existing upan the par value of any stock. The hill 
accompanying this report, and reported favorably 
upon by the m ajority (berate Bill No. 260), embodies 
this principle. 
The m inority report advocates a 
plan to assess to the corp .ration all its property, 
franchises, all m atters and things capable of private 
ownership of which it may he possessed, and also of 
a^cssing to the corporation the marketable value of 
the stock, after fi rut-subtracting therefrom the value 
of property assessed to it. The argum ent presented 
by the m ajority against this proposition m ight be 
deemed sufficient, aud, in fact, is capable of but 
little 
additional 
elaboration. 
The 
consider­ 
ations 
to which it. 
gives 
rise 
arc 
obvious 
and easily exhausted. The capital P'ock of a 
corporation, when represented bv certificates of 
shares, is nothing more nor less, and can be nothing 
more, than an evidence Of the proportional owner­ 
ship of individuals in the property of which the 
corp ration may be possessed. 
If all the property 
owned by a corporation is assessed to the corpora­ 
tion, then «11 the pioperty values which constitute 
the baa s upon which the value of the shares rest 
has been repre ented in th at assessment. It is well- 
known to every one familiar with the subject that 
in practice property is not assessed at th at value at 
which it, sometimes finds a m arket. 
Stocks of m er­ 
chandise are not assessed upon the basis or esti­ 
m ated a t the price a* which some particular piece of 
goods or some single piece of ware would sell, but 
arc assessed in gross. 
Land has not been, and will 
not hereafter be assessed up to the full m arket price 
at which it w„s purchased or at which it would 
change hands. 
It has been the universal cu tom, and will con­ 
tinue to be, th at real estate in cities and towns is 
not asse-sed to the valuation placed upon it by the 
owner. 
The Assessor docs not fix th at aluation 
upon the house and lot in town, or a farm in the 
count ry, which would he determined by th e price at 
which the owner of such property would part with 
it, and this rule holds good with every species ef 
property held in iudividual or private ownership. 
Now, there is this distinct difference between the 
value of property owned by corporations and the 
quotable value of certificates of sha es of the capi­ 
tal stock of th at corporation, th at the selling price 
of such certificates of stock indicates the estim ate 
of value at which *bc owners nf the property would 
dispose of it. To find a complete parallel to the 
proposition m ade by the m inority committee and 
apply it to individual property it would be neces­ 
sary to take a farm for iilustratiou, for the Assessor 
to assess the value of the farm, then assess the title 
or right of ownership in such farm, and from the 
latter subtract the former. 
Or, to apply this prin­ 
ciple to a stock of merchandise : First assess the 
entire stock of merchandise, then ascertain by in­ 
voice w hat the stock would be worth upon the basis 
of what one yard of calico or of silk, or any other 
article, would bring at retail. 
W hat Ib a v es« u g h t to bring into view by these 
illustrations may be, perhaps, more cleaily presented 
in anothe' form. In the bill proposed by the m inor­ 
ity th e method of arriving at assessable values is 
declared to be what the property assessed would be 
received at in the payment of á solvent debt. 
Let 
us exam ine this for a* moment. 
A. owes B. $5,000. 
A. is a perfectly solvent creditor. B. will receive h ;s 
$5,000. 
A. proposts a liquidation of his debt to B. 
by transferring a certain piece of property. Now, 
since A. is a solvent creditor, B. will take th at prop­ 
erty at such valuation as will enable biro to immedi­ 
ately convert it into cash. The property in liquida­ 
tion of the debt m ust be as readily convertible into 
cash and available to B. a* the obligation of A. is to 
him. 
The immediate availabil.ty 
of the piece 
of property depends upon its possession of such 
value as th at at any lim e it may be exchanged for 
money. Now, it is well known to at when individual 
p r jp tfty is estim ated upon this basis it is rarely 
ever assessed for m »re than sixty per cent, of its 


value. 
Awesmijf the pw pertv "f corpornflons by 
this standard would attach to all prrperty ow> ed !*y 
the corporations tbcsm ir* valuati on th at :* attached 
i» indi vid a d property; bu t property held in cor­ 
porate relation h:vj a retad representation in tho 
iudiv dual pieces, culled shares of djtock. 
If this 
stock is assessed at its nm iket value, th ru corpora’t* 
projHtfty will be assessed L*r every dollar it m ight 
bring in the most favorable m arket. 
This broad 
distinction is art up and a |>cnalty is inflicted for 
holding property in corporations: 
3 his in practice 
will ojKirate as a brood discouragement to the a-.so- 
ciation of capital in corporate forms. 
Afl» r all, 
what arc these corporations which of late have be­

Let us an­ 
alyze a little and see wbeti vr right re*son justifies 
such a senseless raid. 
I apprehend th at the pre­ 
judice a.ain st corporations arises not from what 
in*’dern corporations do or fail to d<», hu t from that 
ju st and proper hostility which lia» been handed 
down to us /torn form r generation*, to monopolies 
granted bv the crowned heads of the world L»» fa­ 
vorite subject* posstcsed or devoid of m erit anil 
of obedience to the imperial whim. 
As eiviltz vtii n 
has advanced, as representative authority has been 
extended, as low ha» gradually obtained sway, tht 
m ouopolyof ancient days was curtailed by legisla­ 
tive authority, and that, too, against the protest »*f 
the crown, 
i he exclusive rish t in the btr.te granted 
to one individual or to a lim ited num ber of indi­ 
viduals to de: 1 in a particular luxury, or even 
necessity of life, was justly odious; and it is sur­ 
prising to us of tho present age that, as :in attribute 
of sovereignty, it retained its power thiough *o 
many generations. 
When parliam ents undertook to 
curtail the powers of th e crown, they from tim e to 
time also curtailed the exclusiveness of tho privi 
leges granted to subjects. 
Monopolies granted by 
Parliam ent crossed the Atlantic with our fdTcfatho’S 
and tended to the establishm ent of class caste, and, 
of course, aroused all the antagonisms of the many 
who hail dealings with the nmnopolists and were ex­ 
cluded from tho privileges which the few enjojed. 
Since tho revolution there has been a steady and 
gradual restriction and lim itation pu t upon what 
may he term ed special privileges, until in the pres­ 
ent day i u o u lt w hether ihoro is a Constitution <>f 
aay State in the Union which allow» an advantage 
-to any one class which aooth r may not enj -y 
under like circumstances. 
Form erly a franchise 
was a sort of indefinable thing th at possessed 
value, 
its 
value 
not 
depending 
upon 
the 
tangible 
properties 
used 
in 
the 
enjoym ent 
of the franchise, but upon the exclusiveness of its 
privileges. 
We talk now, and the Constitution 
talks, about franchises as if wc were antediluvians. 
'1 here is no corporation in this State at the present 
time, nor has thero ever been, which was worth any 
more in and of itself than it cost to file the article» 
of incorporation in the publ.c offices as provided by 
law. 
There is no corporation in the State to-day 
merely as such, stripped of the property possessed 
by it and the brains th at operate it, th at would M l 
under the ham m er for one dollar. 
Nothing rem ains 
to corporations of the present aye in this country, so 
far as constitutions and law deal with the subject, 
th at has the slight: st resemblance to the earlier- 
times monopolies which they have supplanted. 
They are now created by 
law and controlled 
and regulated by law, and all the privileges 
they confer are al ke open 
to all. 
Dissolve 
ono of them iu the modes pointed 
out 
by 
the 
statute, 
and 
what 
remains 
bu t 
their 
tangible property? 
Make an auction and what 
would be’offered for sale bu t its tangible property. 
Corporations are really convenient m ethods of asso­ 
ciating labor and capital, or of associating different 
kinds of labor. To illustrate : the owner of a quartz 
claim can pass his title thereto to a corporati« n 
organized for the purpose of constructing the 
necessary works and developing the claim. Those 
whom ho associates with hiui agree to furnish—some 
of them money and others labor—and each has 
issued to him a paper, showing how much h i3 in ­ 
terest is in the venture. 
W hat propriety o r equity 
is there in first assessing the mills constructed by 
this corporation ; second, the mine, and then in ad­ 
dition those pieces of paper which evidence the r« 1a- 
tive extent of interest which the parties hold in the 
general property ? W hat new' form has the prop­ 
erty taken on th at should subject it to a different 
rule of assessment from th at which would have ob­ 
tained had the property remained in individual pro­ 
prietorship? 
But wo are told th at the new Constitution com­ 
mands us to adopt the views and m ethods recom­ 
mended by the m inority. To this I answer th at I 
do not believe the people, in adopting the new Con­ 
stitution, so understood it, nor intended to make 
any such inequitable or unjust rule. 
N ot being 
learned in the law, I will not attem pt to hanno izc 
the strange provLions i f th at strange instrum ent. 
I prefer rather lo be gnided by th at sense of justice 
which places aM citizens, all classes, high or low, rich 
or poor, on an even plane. 
Mr. President, 1 have listened nearly every day 
since the Legislature convened to dissertations and 
iliscussions as t»i the truo interpretation of the new 
Constitution. 
I had thought before coming here 
th at the subject had been rendered threadbare in 
the hands <>f editors and orators while the canvass 
was progressing th a t precetl d its adoption. 
Dire 
calamities wore predicted, whatever m icht be the 
fate of the new instrum ent. 
I think I may safely 
eiay that a very largo jvereontAgc of the intelligence 
<»f the State, and of those representing its material 
interests, preferred the old to the new. 
T hat con 
servative class upon which the preservation of States 
so largely depends was satisfied w ith the funda­ 
mental law under which the State had been so pros­ 
perous. 
In my judgm ent some of th i result*, pre­ 
dicted upon the adoption of the new Constitution 
are b. ing, and are likely to he rcaliz d. There is 
f»ln\,ad a quiet, unpronounced distrust in th e l a ­ 
bility oí California affaire. There is a deep seated, 
bu t not < utspoken sentim ent • f lack <>f confidence. 
There is a want of respect for law and.order; thcrc 
is a be use of insecurity to both persons m:d prop­ 
erty, which has taken a deep hold upon the com­ 
munity. 
The leading papers of the old State», pub­ 
lished in the bes2-regulated communities, speak of 
California asa decaying and disturbtdprovince, w’iiere 
( property is insecure, life is held at u low value, and 
i where anarchy inay become spontaneous at any time. 
' '! h / effect of c**nvictionalikethef»eist«»takeoutof Cal­ 
ifornia many of the men who have done most to de­ 
velop her resources and who made h er w hat she has 
bee j in the past—the adm iration of the age. 
Her 
pionceis and her earliest settlers, w ho l»y their en­ 
terprise ami economy have done so much for the 
I state, are contem plating with how much of their 
! honorably-acquired means they can take their de­ 
parture from the uncertainties which they feel su r­ 
round them here. 
This spirit of chantre, radical in 
its character, cropping out in a fundam ental law, as 
is too often the case, is m istaken for reform. 
Re­ 
forms, to be effective and of any value, are not the 
work of an hour, nor the fruits of v¡ deuce. 
It be 
hooves this Senate, regarded as it is and always has 
been, as the conserva;ive branch wf the Govern­ 
m ent. to deliberate m ost carefully and to weigh 
with all the judgm ent at its qpmtnand, the principle 
upon which is to rest the ddious rules of taxation. 
It behooves us, as Senators, to pause and weigh 
well every provision now under consideration, so 
th at we may do what in us lies to restore tranquil­ 
lity, to give confidence to business enttrpriie», and 
to pronounce out condemnation of any scheme that 
wili operate inequitably and unjustly. 
No good 
citizen objects to paving his ju st proportion towards 
defraying i he expenses of the Government which 
protects him in life, liberty mid the pursuit of 
happiness. 
No honest man will seek to escape con­ 
tributing in proportion to his means towards de­ 
fraying the ex p en se of th at protection which he 
has a right to expect m any well-ordered community 
It is our duty to frame a law upon this subject that 
will make the properties of the e *untiy, according 
to their actúa and not their fancied values, pay 
their ju st proportion for the puldic uses. 
It was hu t natural to s u p p le that there would he 
diversity of opinion in respect to the question under 
consideration. 
It is too much for us to arrogate to 
otm-clvcs the power to evolve a perfect system. We 
sh «11 have acted well our part, in my opinion, if we 
arc able to bring on to the assessment roll, 
and 
up to their values, those large bodies of 
land 
that 
have 
contributed 
bu t 
nominally 
towards 
the 
support 
of 
G overnm ent 
and 
especially if we should he able to bring within roach 
of the Tax Collector the hundreds of millions of 
money and mortgages and solvent debt», which 
have hiyetofore evaded taxation aud thereby led 
directiy up to he constitutional revolution which 
has recently so agitated the public mind. These 
objects attained by th 's Legislature, if nothing 
more be accomplished, will tend to allay the public 
discontent and restore th at confidence which ha-; for 
many m onths been on the wane. 
1 entered upon the confederation of this subject 
from the firs;, impressed with the controlling con­ 
viction th a t if the results could be effected which, 
in my opinion, will be carried out by Senate Bid No. 
280, all would be accomplished th at ( ught to be ex­ 
pected at this session of the Legislature. 
If the 
provisions of th is bill are rigidly and honestly en 
forced by the Assessors, and lax Collectors charged 
with their execution, as much will have been re­ 
alized as any reasonable citizen had a right to 
expect 
This i* not the last Legislature th at will 
convene and deal with this subject. Our errors may 
he corrected, and our short comings will be made 
manifest by experience. In less than one year there 
will be another session of the Legislature, which 
will have the benefit of the practical woj kings of 
the changes we have made in the revenue system, 
as well a* the advantage, probably, of a judicial in­ 
terpretation of the clauses of the Constitution bear­ 
ing upon this subject. About our right, under the 
Constitution,

proposts to go, there seems to be no difference of 
opinion. Rasa beyond those limits, and into the 
domain of constitutional doubts and uncertainties, 
and you open the field and invite to enter those per­ 
sons who m ight feel th at they had been wrongfully 
brought within the purview of a revenue law, and 
litigation may follow obstructive to Assessors and 
Tax Collectors, which would seriously jeopard ze the 
realizing of any revenues, and hence place at hazard 
the means of carrying on the Government.

Mr. A dams presented a communication from tho 
City Council «>f S anta R<>ua, offering to convey to 
the State of California, free from any in cum bran••o, 
a building ano between four and five acres of ground 
situate in the* city of Santa Rosa, known as the 
Christian College, provided th e State will m aintain 
in said city a norm al sc hool. 
Said budding is cap­ 
able of accomodating 3 '0 students, and tli" building 
and ground» are inclosed by a substantial fence.

0:i motion of Mr. Fox a num ber of Senate bills 
were placed at the head of the file. 
CHANGE OK RULE. 
Mr. Braunhart moved to amend the rules in re­ 
lation to mileage. Adopted. 
THE REVENUE HILLS. 
Mr. Y oung spoke iu favor of bill No. 403, review­ 
ing the two bills and comparing their different pro­ 
visions. 
Bill No. 401 he denounced as a gross in­ 
justice. not Pi capital alone, bu t to men of moder­ 
ate means. The argum ent was exhaustive fr<>ni the 
legal standpoint. 
He reviewed, the hfctory of taxa­ 
tion from the organization of the Government, 
citing a large num ber of authorities iu support of 
his position. 
He held th at double taxation, direct 
?s well as indirect, m'wt ensue from she adoption of 
bill No. 404. 
He cook it up section by section, dis­ 
secting each secti m and clause, p> rating out its 
crudities ami incongruities, compared the provisions* 
with these of bill No. 403, and with the provisions 
of other States. 
Mr. Fox said it was not so m uch the fault of the 
laws th at property has escaped taxation as it was 
that public officers have failed to perfoA i their 
sworn dntv. 
He would point out the way by which 
those who have escaped in the past sfiall notescapfi i 
the future. 
1 he peop'o have sat supinely down and 
allowed the laws to be violated, bu t the Constitu­ 
tion makes it so plain now th a t it cannot be evaded. 
Both of the bills before the house attem pt to tax 
stocks of corporations. 
One will collect the tax and 
the other will not. 
The capital stock of corpor­ 
ations and tho capital of corporations are two 
different things, and the Suprem e Court has so de­ 
clared. 
Both bills propose to tax both these things. 
The law of the State from 1350 down has required 
th at both these things should he taxed, but tte 
laws have not been enforced. 
The capital of a cor­ 
poration consists of thc.m oncje and property which 
constitutes the basis of its operations. 
The capital 
stock of a corporation is the interest which the in­ 
dividual corporators have iu the capital. 
There is 
a m arked difieren,e between the two. The money 
in the pool-box at the racc-cooree is the capital, the 
tickets represent the interest which the p avers have 
in th at capital 
Une is the capital, the other is the 
stock ;n the capital. One bill says this stock shall 
be assessed to the iudividual who holds i t ; the 
other sa> s assess it to the corporation, which docs 
not own it. 
Now after it has been assessed to the 
corporation, which docs not own it, how is the Col­ 
lector going to get the tax ? These millions will look 
very big o*n the assessim-xit roll, and the rate of tax ­ 
ation will be reduced the first j'car, but the second 
year the taxes will be doubled to pay the deficiency. 
8o far as collecting taxes upon persons residing out­ 
side of the SU te, it cannot be done under any cir­ 
cumstances. The only way is to tax those stocks to 
the persons who ow n them , and then the tax can be 
collected, for the Assessor can find out from the 
books exactly who does own them . 
Mr. A nthony said he was with Mr. Fox in the 
great principles which he advocated, b u t that gen- 
man is mistaken in some of hip deductions. 
The 
bone <»f contention is, that the provisions of the 
Constitution 
are not embodied in bill No. 403. 
He read frem th e Constitution to show th at bill 
No. 404 is the only one th at conforms to the provi­ 
sions of the Constitution. 
Mr. S in o n said he had endeavored to study this 
question from a disinterested standpoint. 
He real 
statistics to show th at certain corporations should 
h tv^paid $7,000,000 in taxes according to their own 
sworn statem ents, while the figures show th at they 
< nly pay $800,000. 
If they were compelled to pay 
Uxes on what they swear they are worth, the rate 
of taxation would be reduced ene-half. 
These are 
the abuses th at are sought to be remedied by Bill 
No. 404. 
The fact th at these corporations escape 
taxation throws a quintuple burden upon the bal­ 
ance of the taxpayers. 
He referred to a large num ­ 
ber of banks which go untaxod. 
If the corporations 
cannot ray their taxes, then God speed them in 
their departure from the 8tate. 
Mr. B r au nh ar t «ook the floor and replied to the 
argum ents on the other side. 
He claimed th at the 
bill No. 404 had been misrepresented. 
He ciaimed 
th at the men who worked to defeat the Constitution 
at th e pol s arc not yet willing to accept the situa­ 
tion. 
He read from the inaugural address of Gov­ 
ernor Perkins on the subject of revenue aud tax­ 
ation, showing that bill No. 404 is in exact accord 
with his views, a*d the speaker indicted the Repub­ 
lican members for going off on the wrong track. 
Ha himself was opposed to double taxation, but lie 
dfiounced 
clause in bill No. 403 as being in­ 
tended to throw all assessments into the Courts. 
Under th at bill stocks can never be reached, f *r the 
owners have only to cross the Hue on the 1st day of 
March. 
Mr. Ttler spoke, directing his rem aiks to Section 
8 of 404. There had been a great m any threats 
made on the floor to mem bers in regard to these 
measures. 
If the biil canr.ot stand on its own 
m erits it Itao belter go down. 
He addressed him ­ 
self to the discussion of the im portance of the 
great m ining regions, of which tfan Francisco is the 
cantar. If the bill is jwssed there will not l»e twenty 
m ining corporations in the > tatc. 
This bill will 


drive them all out

While be

sigtit.. 
The same with a mine, the real va.'ue con 
aists in its p*oJ *vi 1, i:. its pr-spective value. 
Mr. FkltoS raid ¿Kittling new could ho »aiJ on a 
qu<sti*>!i which is as o?:t as the world. 
Th#* quest i n 
comes down to one issue—shall property be tax d 
once or shall it he t:\xed taicc? 
He believed th at 
the people of this State are unequivocally in favor 
of single taxation. The people so und*r.*>:« nd the 
Constitution when they voted to adopt it. 
lie was 
oppo*« d to 404 bec»u*e it does mn«,t certainly mean

lie illustr.ifcd on the savings 
banks, ami defied any one to disprove tho assertion 
th a t the earnings of tho p 'x r m ust necessarily be 
twice taxed. There is no capital stock outside of 
the dcp *»ita, and this money m ust he assessed first 
on the bank b<x*ks, and second in the bank.

number of Chinese disturbers, who do not 
w ant work, and would not take it if Yhey 
could get it.

it. 
The objections based on the alleged 
indefinitcness of the scheme proposed are 
altogether irrational. 
It is impossible for 
any one in the present state of knowledge 
on the subject to iramo a bill which shall 
fover tiie details of tlie scheme. 
A ll that 
is yet known upon any scientific guarantee 
is that the debris problem is capable of a 
solution, and that it c::n be solved without 
incurring an extravagant expenditure. Be­ 
fore w e can ascertain precisely how the 
work is to be done surveys must be made 
by competent engineers. 
In other words, 
the opponents of the bill object to it that 
it docs not cover details which cannot be 
ascertained until it lias been put in opera­ 
tion. 
The people have been told by the 
State Engineer that the rivers can be 
freed from the deposit of debris, and 
that 
the farming 
lands 
can 
be 
rescued, and the towns on the river banks 
be protected against floods. 
They have 
been told that the right way to do all this 
is to do it under one comprehensive plan, 
and that it cannot be successfully accom­ 
plished in any other way. 
Mr. l ’arks lias 
drawn a bill which proposes to utilize these 
scientific conclusions, and which provides 
the means of meeting the incidental ex­ 
penses of the undertaking. 
This is the 
only common sense, practical course now 
open to the publjc. 
It is a coutse wholly 
justified and plainly indicated by the sur­ 
veys which have been already made. 
It is 
the logical and rational sequence of these 
surveys. 
And it can be opposed on no 
defensible basis. 


Those who urge more delay, who propose 
further piecemeal experiments, who want 
to submit the question to the people again, 
who are in "favor only of procrastination 
and inaction and obstruction, do not appear 
to possess any knowledge of wbat has been 
learned already on this subject. 
No delay, 
no hesitation, no popular discussion, can 
advance the question a hair’s breadth be­ 
yond its present position. 
The whole mat­ 
ter has been handed over to engineering 
science for examination, and the report 
has been made. 
A ll the information that 
exists on the topic is at this moment before 
the public. 
They have nothing more to 
look for in that direction. 
They know 
that the evils from which they suffer 
are remediable. 
They know that science 
declares itself ready to deal w ith these 
evils. 
They 
know 
that 
the 
only 
possible way to get remedies applied is to 
lodge the power of action somewhere, and 
provide means for the prosecution of the 
work, in tlie manner which shall seem best 
to the engineers in charge of it. 
They 
know one thing more, which ought to set­ 
tle the question at once, and that is, that 
unless prompt action is had, the mischief 
now going on will produce more and more 
disastrous result?, and cost more to cure 
for every year it is let alone. 
If, in this 
State of affairs, the people do not want to 
do anything» it must be because they pre­ 
fer the risk of ruin to the certainty of re­ 
demption from danger, and the opponents 
of the bill will in vain endeavor to make it 
appear that the people of California are so 
obtuse and stupid as that. 
If any one can 
show how this question is to be dealt with 
in a better and safer way than is proposed 
in the 
Barks bill, 
all concerned w ill 
be glad to accept the amendment. 
But in 
the absence of any suggestions looking to a 
more advantageous method of compassing 
the objects aimed at, we shall insist that 
the bill ought to be supported by all who 
desire to see the debris question satisfac­ 
torily settled. 
The staple objections raised 
a-e, moreover, of a character certain to be 
urged agaiust any comprehensive measure. 
They go to the abandoRment of all reme­ 
dial action. 
They are precisely such ob­ 
jections as greed}- attorneys would advance, 
to keep the matter in litigation, and to 
prevent its settlem ent. 
The broad aspect 
of public welfare is absent from all these 
carpiug and sophistical objections, and 
they ought, therefore, to be brushed asfde 
by thinking men, as unworthy of the sub­ 
ject, aud as undeserving of serious con- 
sid#.ition.

incontrovertible that this constant refer­ 
ence to the doings of other communities, 
coupled with the wholly gratuitous as­ 
sumption that it is w ise to follow such ex­ 
amples, is calculated to prevent progress, 
to confirm error, and to cultivate a very 
Chinese kind of prescription.

struck tlie right key the other day when 
he remarked that the question was not 
whether this or that State or this or that 
Court bad held so and so, but whether the 
position was reasonable and defensible. 
Courts have argued on both sides of almost 
every question. 
In questions of economics 
the legal mind appears specially prone to 
fallacy. 
Lawyers are very rarely at all 
well-informed regarding subjects of this 
kind, and their tendency to defer to author­ 
ity makes them easy victim s of sophistry. 
The only safe method in discussions of this 
character ¡8 to test the arguments and 
propositions advanced 1 iy the s'andard of 
common sense, which is frequently, if not 
always, a far more trustworthy guide than 
authority. 
If the Legislature would do 
tliia, and cease to bewilder itself by poring 
over equally bernuddled authorities, 
it 
wquld probably arrive at a realization of 
the fact that when once the State has taxed 
everything that can reasonably be called 
property, it lias reached the lim it of just 
taxation ; snd that if it goes one step 
further it trenches upon double taxation.

Newspapsr Comments Upon the Action at 
Utica. 


In the debate upon the revenue bills 
the speakers have manifested a not un­ 
common disposition to rest overmuch upon 
authorities and precedents. 
This is a 
vies which the practice of the law en­ 
courages and fosters ; but it is one which 
i? calculated to produce only conformity to 
heresy and harmony in error. 
The ques­ 
tion of taxation is ono upon which almost 
as much nonsense lias been written as 
upon the subjects which pertain to the 
realm of the Unknowable. 
The opinions 
of Courts and the treatises of lawyers upon 
this topic abound with the most flagrant 
paradoxes and absurdities. 
The science 
of 
political 
economy has for the most 
part been ignored by those who have un­ 
dertaken to pass upon such topics, or if not 
ignored it has been honored with such a 
casual investigation as could only befog 
the intelligence of 
tlie hasty inquirer. 
The 
tax 
laws 
of 
the 
several 
States 
of 
the 
Union 
undoubtedly 
embrace 
every fallacy and folly that the untrained 
human mind can conceive in this connec­ 
tion. 
There is not one State which has a 
scientific or equitable system of taxation 
to day. 
Ten years ago a special Commis­ 
sion, with the Hon. David A. W ells as 
Chairman, was appointed to revise the tax 
laws of New \o r k . 
The report of that 
Commission embodies the most profound 
research and the most enlightened judg­ 
ment ever bestowed upon the.question in 
this country. 
The scheme of taxation 
recommended by the Commission was un­ 
doubtedly the best that has ever been 
framed on the continent. 
But it was not 
adopted, for all its excellence, and while 
N ew York continues to muddle on with 
her blundering and plundering tax laws, 
n<f other State lias had the sagacity and 
statesmanship to accept the wise teachings 
of the New York Commission. 
A perusal 
of that report will convince the can­

that 
citations 
from

practice of other ¡States upon questions of 
revenue aud taxation are dangej^pus and 
futile.

The nomination of Grant for Bresident 
by the New York Convention of couise 
surprised nobody, for it was a foregone 
conclusion. 
The only uoubt which re­ 
mained to be determined when the Con­ 
vention met was whether the delegation 
would be instructed to vote as a unit upon 
the proposition. 
To this length Mr. Conk- 
ling did not go, though it was probable 
that he could have done it had he wished 
to do so. 
The result of the Convention, 
however, cannot be regarded as a vindica­ 
tion of the machine view of the situation. 
It has proved 
what 
scarcely required 
demonstration, namely, that Senator Conk- 
ling is as strong in N ew York as Senator 
Cameron 
is 
in 
Pennsylvania. 
But it 
really etunpletes the disillusionizing pro­ 
cess which was begun 
at Harrisburg, 
for it shows that in N ew Y o\k Grant 
does 
not 
possess any general popular 
hacking, and that his nomination must 
therefore be a piece of political strategy 
and tactics, and not in any sense the re­ 
sult of a popular uprising, if it is secured. 
Of course this is a highly important con­ 
sideration, for it involves the vital ques­ 
tion whether, if nominated, Grant would 
prove tlie strongest candidate the Repub­ 
lican party could take up. 
It is becoming 
more apparent every day that Blaine pos­ 
sesses very great strength throughout the 
W est. 
The Bacifie States are confessedly 
for him. 
Iowa is for him. 
Nebraska is 
for him. 
It may even prove that Illiuois 
is for him, for the Blaine movement is 
gaining there very rapidly. 
Indeed, it is 
evident that he leads Grant all through 
the W est, aud it is not certain that lie 
lias not a greater following than .Sher­ 
man 
in 
Ohio. 
H is 
supporters 
at 
Utica were not numerous enough to defeat 
Conkling, hut they claimed and obtained a 
hearing, aud they made it clear that there 
was no approach to unanimity in the Con­ 
vention. 
If Grant can obtain the votes of 
all the Southern delegations at Chicago, 
together w ith Bennsylvania, N ew York, 
Illinois, and one or tw o other States, he 
can command the nomination ; but it re­ 
mains to be seen what effect these prelim­ 
inary moves w ill have upon the W estern 
sentiment. 
The politicians will probably 
not desire to ignore the drift of public 
opinion, aud that drift w ill certainly be 
very clearly shown before the meeting of 
the Chicago Convention. 


TEE 
DEBRIS 
QUESTION. 


Elis. R ecord-U nion : Your journal has 
rightly placed the debris question as of para­ 
mount impoitance to California, and has dis­ 
cussed it more ably aud more impartially than 
any other newspaper. 
As you know, I have 
also paid Eome attention to that aud kindred 
subjects, but have not been able to make the 
investigation the importance of the subject 
demands. 
I have, however, examined the 
several suggestions made by others, and have 
failed to find any that satisfy my judgment, 
and hence I make buld to suggest a very 
simple plan. 
It. is an admitted principle of common law, 
I believe, that every man must so use his 
own as that it shall not interfere with or in­ 
jure the property of another, and I shall not, 
therefore, argue tlie question of the obligation 
resting on the miner of caring for his tailings, 
but come directly to my suggestions : 
1. Let us have a State Engineer, with 
power to appoint deputies. 
2. Whenever an individual or corporation 
desires to engage in hydraulic mining, let 
him or it apply to tlie Engineer, who shall 
have a profile of the claim made. 
3. The party should theu give a bond to 
remove as much earth from tlie bed of the 
river, under the direction of the engineer, as 
he or it may in a given time wash into the 
stream. 
Here you have it in a nutshell. 
It would 
he easy for tlie Engineer to determine to a 
yard how much earth had been loosened on 
each claim. 
It is as plain as that two and 
two make foffr that if as much earth is taken 
from the river as is put in it will not fill up. 
The miner, before ho commenced work, would 
have to make two calculations instead of one. 
Now his calculation is whether it will pay 
him to remove the earth one time ; with 
such a regulation if it did not pay to move it 
tw ice the gold would remain in the hill, tiie 
same as it does now when it is determined 
that it will not pay to remove it at all. 
Of course the work of dredging would be 
on a large scale, and the miner would have 
to pay -simply the average price per yard, 
which lie could determine before be com­ 
menced work. 
The earth taken from the 
river would make levees, and the river-beds 
being thus made capaole of carrying more 
water, would scour out what is now in them. 
This plan is submitted with others,.and it 
may prove to he no exception to the rule that 
it is easier to criticise than propose.

N ew York, February 26th.—1The Tribune 
says: 
The Republicans of New York may 
lie congratulated upon the absence of brow­ 
beating and ill-temper, and upon the general 
disposition toward harmony which prevailed 
in the State Convention yesterday. 
There 
was a sharp difference of opinion as to the 
wisdom of im lr ing thecandidacv of Grant, 
which found free expression in the debate, 
and divided the body into two sections of 
nearly equal strength, but this difference pro­ 
duced no hostile feeling, and no wound# were 
inflicted in the debate which will rankle in 
the approaching campaign. 
The llrrald says : t'onkling’s star is still in 
tlie ascendant, though it shines with faded 
luster. 
The machine had a narrow escape 
from defeat, and had the contesting delega­ 
tion been admitted, the resolution committing 
the Convention to Grant would have been 
lost. 
Had a fair expression of the real pref­ 
erences been hail. Blaine's supporters would 
have had a majority. 
The Sun sa y s: Conkling yesterday pre­ 
vailed on the great, patriotic party to exhibit 
itself as inconsistent and unprincipled. 
Uf 
course, the character of the party is gone. 
The man who, four years ago, solemnly told 
you one thiug and to-day solemnly tells you 
directly the opposite, is justly accounted a 
liar and a knave. 
The Times says: The State Convention 
has done its work without making any very 
serious blunder. 
Chicago, February ■26th.—The Times con­ 
siders Conkling’s success at Utica as the least 
creditable and the least flattering of his life. 
His sole argument was the strong-man plea, 
which was ridiculous on its face. 
The Tribune says : The motion to instruct 
the delegation for Grant narrowly escaped 
the same defeat which Cameron had in the 
Bennsylvania Convention, when the same 
question was at issue.

District, for Sherman. 
Fifth District, no in­ 
structions. 
Sixth District, no instructions. 
Seventh District, instruction to vote against 
the nomination of any man for a third term ; 
Blaine is tha first choice. 
Eighth District, 
no instructions.' Ninth District, decidedly 
for Blaine. 
Tenth and Eleventh Districts, 
no instructions. 
Twelfth and Thirteenth 
Districts, adopted resolutions favoring Blaine 
as the first choice and Washhurne second. 
Chicago, February 20th.—Private advices 
from Indiana show that none of the delegates 
to the Republican National Convention are 
for Grant, aud with two exceptions their 
first choice is Blaine.

Committee on Appropriations, tbe latter 
bringing in their substitute hill towards the 
c!n.-e of the proceedings only when they per­ 
ceived tbs-t the opposition to jh-.ir original 
measure had gained too great strength to be 
any longer resisted. 
The opposition was di­ 
rected mainly against the proviso of the bill, 
which in committee was attempted to reduce 
the service to the terms of the original con­ 
tracts in every case where the number of trips 
has been increased at an additional cost ex­ 
ceeding $5,000# per annum. 
Representa­ 
tive Page Jed this opposition in a very 
spirited 
and 
effective 
manner, 
his off­ 
hand speech, being not only tbe first hut 
the strongest that was made to-day on that 
side of the question. 
He showed that the 
proviso, while leaving the mail service of the 
¡Southern and Eastern States untouched, 
would directly strike down not less than 107 
important mail routes in the Pacific States 
and Territories, fouiteei* of them iu his own 
State, 
( lie absurdity of the -55,000 limita­ 
tion will he illustrated by reference to the 
trunk line between Reading and Koseburg, 
and the dozen or more side lines which 
feed 
the main route. 
T hese side lines

To Hon. Secretary Ramsey, Secretary of War— 
Sir: I have the honor of acknowledging the cour­ 
tesy of your note of yesterday, inclosing copies of 
various official indorsements upon the charges and 
specifications preferred against Gen. W. T. Sherman 
for “ conduct unbecoming an officer and a gentle­ 
man,’' and also of your note of the 24th inst., inform­ 
ing me of the final action of the President in the 
matter. 
I notice that General Sherman admits the 
right of a citizen to prefer these charges, in which his 
opinion agrees with the rulings • f the Judge Ad- 
vocate-Gencral's office. 
I notice further that Gen­ 
eral Sherman, instead of availing himself of the op­ 
portunity extended to him of exercising his right to 
ask for a military Court, in which the zro-s charges 
which he made against my character could be tested, 
and where the advantages would tie altogeth r on 
h:s side, sets forth various reasons why the proco 
io,rs should be had instead before a civil tribunal as 
the “ only trial which is rightand proper." General 
Sherman also declines, when his opportunity is 
offered him, to ask that the character of 
his 
“ memoirs" over which he forced the pending con- 
tr vrsy, may I e submitted to the military Couit, in 
wtiich a one they can be effectively te-ted, and takes 
the somewhat novel ground that the rightful tri­ 
bunal to try the siiecifieations relating to this 
branch of the snbject is an army reunion. 
On the 
other hand, the President, who has authority to 
order a Court 
under 
such circumstances 
as 
attend 
this case, whether 
an accused officer 
does or docs not desire it, lias decided that civil 
remedies are ample. That tiie civil Courts are opea 
for a trial of the crime of slander* and libel is not a 
matter of such doubt as to need1 this high off! via! 
decision. But my attempted proceeding, recognized 
by both the Judge Advocate-General and by Gen­ 
eral Sherman him-elf as lega!, wav for the military 
offense of “ conduct unliecoming an officer and gen­ 
tleman,” an offense not known to the civil Courts. 
By the President's decision no military officer will 
hereafter injure his army etanifng, at least during 
the term of his Administration; by denouncing any 
"ltizen through the public press in language of the 
foulest ahuze. eveu though he repeat t- is language 
to the President in an cdficlal fo-m. Against a de­ 
cision which justifies this construction, I. as a citi­ 
zen most respectfully protest. While this decision, 
in its terms, is as bread as the army, the high sense 
of honor which always actuates the great body of 
iu officers rentiers it certain that the President's in­ 
dulgence will be rarely, if ever, needed by any offi 
cer below its Genera!. Thanking tlie Secretary of 
War for his courtesy, from the first to the last of

To prevent tlie consum­ 
mation of any such act tlie Western Union 
Company last night filed its bill in tbe Dis­ 
trict Court of Arapahoe county against tlie 
American Union Telegraph Company and 
tlie Kansas Pacific Railroad Company, ap­ 
plying for an injunction, which was granted 
this forenoon by Judge Elliott. 
The injunc­ 
tion restrains the Kansas Pacific Railroad 
Company from permitting the American 
Union Telegraph Company tocqierate any of 
the wires erected along the Kansas Pacific road 
from Denver, anil prohibiting both defend­ 
ants from disconnecting any of the wires from 
the batteries of the Western Union Telegraph 
Company or continuing such disconnection, 
or the connection of any of said wires with 
any batteries except those of the Western 
Union Telegraph Company, and restraining 
the railroad company from permitting the 
use of the jmles by the American Union 
Ctvmpan}. 
This litigation raises the ques­ 
tion of the validity of the contract existing 
between the Western Union Company and 
the railroad company, which has been in 
force, and under which the telegraph iir.es 
have been operated for many years. 
P ronounced 1'n ro m .tllu lio n al, 
N ew York, February 26th.—The Commer­ 
cial Juliet in to-day, commenting on the law 
of the Legislature compelling corporations to 
discharge Chinese workmen, declares that it 
is unconstitutional from beginning to end. 
Treaties with foreign powers are superior to 
State legislation. 
California thus places 
itself in direct antagonism to, if l.ot virtual 
rebellion against, tbe supreme law of the land 
on this question. 
Fortunately President 
Hayes is sound, and the country is entitled 
to expect at his hands the maintenance of na­ 
tional honor and dignity in this business. 
Come what may, corporations whose contracts 
are impaired by this legislation should lose 
no time in appealing to Federal Courts. Cer­ 
tain it is that until the Federal Government 
Bteps in and vindicates its authority iu the 
premises, every business and social interest 
in California will be at tbe mercy of Com­ 
munists, who appear to be as ignorant of 
constitutional law as they are of the simple 
rudiments of political economy.

Fifty families 
here eke out a miserable existence.

homes are small heaps of dirty stones. 
Their 
land is rock and soft bog. 
Hunger and want 
are everywhere visible ; the people go naked 
and without food. Many are slowly starving 
to death. 
Such scenes of appalling destitu­ 
tion I never witnessed. 
Every step we took 
brought before our view new and more fear­ 
ful pictures of destitution and suffering. The 
more we saw the more certain did death from 
starvation appear the inevitable fate of nearly 
every man, woman and child of the island. 
Gaunt, thin ar.d pale were the faces of men 
who were naturally of herculean build. The 
features of the women and children viere 
overspread by a ghastly palor of hunger. 
In 
many cabins children crouched, shivering and 
almost naked, around the fire. 
When I en­ 
tered they sprang behind their mothers, 
whose single garment, a thin dres3, was hut 
the slightest protection against the wind 
which blew through the uraken roof. 
On the 
file was the dinner—a pot of brown-green 
seaweed. 
It is certain that unless they 
well cared for dozens will die uf starvation. ’

The RepuLlicanXity Convention met last night at 
the theater t » nominate for positions to be filled by 
election March 9th. The theater was filled to its 
complete capacity iu dress circle, lobby and gallery, 
the Convention occupying the parquet. 
The Convention was called to order at 7:10 r. m., 
by J. It. Watson, Chairman of the Republican City 
Central Committee, who stated the object of the 
Convention. 
A. J. Vermilya nominated Grove L. Johnson for 
Chairman, and he was unanimously elected. 
Mr. 
Johnson, on taking the chair, thanked the Conven­ 
tion for the honor conferred. 
lie said the election 
of March 9th i3 of more importance than at first 
glance appeared, as it is to be the first gun to usher 
in the victory of November next. 
lie besought 
delegates to sink selfish derirca andjnominate men 
who will best represent the party. There is need 
all shall work, because of the fusion of the opposi­ 
tion in an fcholy coalition, which must be struck a 
blow from which it cannot recover. Personal differ­ 
ences must be ignored aud the good of the party 
only kept in view. For nimself, he cime to the 
Convention unpledged and untrammeled. 11c be­ 
lieved the party could win in the March election, 
and would win. [Applause. 1 
John McFetrisb and J. A Roblin were elected 
Secretaries, and Frank Johnson and J. F. Watson 
Assistant Secretaries. 
T. B. McFarland moved that the roll of delegates 
as published in the Record-Uxiox be called, and if 
no objections be made that the list be declared offi­ 
cial. The roll was called and approved. 
Nominations were made for. Sergeants-at-Arms, 
and Frank Lambert, with others, being nominated, 
A J. Rhoads objected to him as not a Republican, 
and the Convention was not goingto give D^nocrats 
or members of the Workingmen's party positions. 
[Applause J 
Proxies for O. P. Djdge, L. Elkus and II. Eldred 
were presented, and beside these but two delegates 
were reported absent. 
H. 1). White moved that the Convention dispense 
w tli Serge^nts-at-Arms. A roll call was demauded 
on the motion—ayes *25, noca 40. 
On illation of A. J. Rhoads, Messrs. Kelly and 
Swift were elected Sergeants--at-Arms. 
J. It. Watson moved that each de egate he assessed 
£1, and each candidate coming before the Conven­ 
tion §10. 
II. O. White moved to amend, to make it 50 cents 
and §5. 
F. A. Homblower moved to amend the amend­ 
ment so as to read *1 and §5. 
The motion was discussed by Messrs. Watson, 
Cantwell, White and Rhoads. The Convention fixed 
the assessments at §1 for delegates and §10 for can­ 
didates, tli* question being divided and the vote 
taken separately on each proposition. 
On motion of F. A. Horn blower, the Convention 
ordered a committee of six cn resolutions, and'the 
Chair appointed F. A. Ilornblower, Chri3. Green, 
T. B. McFarland, A. Aitkcn, W. C. Van Fleet and 
Creed Haymond. 
• 
SPEECH BY SENATOR CHENEY. 
The committee retired, and during ¿its absence 
Senator Cheney, of l’iumas, by request of the 
Chair, addressed the Convention. lie was received 
with loud applause. He said that much as he loved 
the Sacramento valley, he loved the Republican 
party more. Born where his earliest sight rested 
upon the shaft on Banker IIill, his boyhood train­ 
ing and his manhood’s culture had all been Repub­ 
lican. He knew nothing of the local fight in Sacra­ 
mento, but he saw the struggle of the next fall 
close at hand, and that Republicanism was to be 
tried. If Republicanism is a principle, a good prin­ 
ciple to apply to the General Government at Wash­ 
ington, it is a good principle to apply in Sacra­ 
mento. 
It is the men in the mouutaius, mining on 
the little tributaries of the Sacramento river, who 
give color to the waters of the great stream, and so 
it is the little elections which give color to the 
greater current of national politic3. He paid a 
tribute to Senator Booth, and urged that the news 
be sent back to him that in Sacramento the 
Republican breeze began to blow. 
If the party is 
but a battery to annihilate the Democracy, then there 
is no need to vote for Republicans in local elections, 
but if Republicanism is a principle of Government 
and right, then apply it to every form of govern­ 
ment. 
Stay the smallest wheel in the great 
mechanism moved by principles of the*partv, and 
¿here is danger of clogging the whole sj'stem. Re­ 
publicans should remember that California and 
Nevada watc.i the Sacramento and San Francisco 
local elections, and so does the great East, and they 
forecast the result in November next therefrom. 
He wanted the fir^t gun’s ffouud to go from Sacra­ 
mento, for the Republican party for California is go­ 
ing for J. G. Blaine next fall. [Loud applause, and 
three rousing cheers for Blaine.] Mr. Cheney con­ 
tinued, urging the party in Sacramento to form no 
coalitions, and to adhere to the principles and or­ 
ganization of the Republican party. He knew he 
was dealing in generalities, but generalities are the 
growth of little things. Here is a little thing in 
Sacramento, but it may be the ball which, set roll­ 
ing, shall assume mountain size and roll through 
the State, crushing out the opponents or the friends 
* f Republican principles, 
lie felt like placing his 
hand on the Bible, every time he called over m his 
mind the roll « f Republican martyrs and leaders, 
and swearing that he would never support other 
than men imbued with the principles of and en­ 
rolled in the Republican party. 
At the conclusion of the address, which was 
fervidly eloquent, the Convention arose and gave 
three cheers for the Republican party and Senator 
Cheney. 
RESOLUTIONS. 
The committee returned and reported the follow­ 
ing resolutions, which were unanimously adopted: 
By the Republican party of the city of Sacra- 
mcnto, in Convention assembled, be it resolved : 
First—That in view of the disturbed condition of 
affairs in this State, it is the duty of all good citi­ 
zens to unite with and support the only political 
organization now remaining intact in this State 
which ha3 the good order of society, and the peace, 
security uul safety of the citizen for its objects. 
Second That in order to carry into effect the ob­ 
jects of that party, it is an imperative necessity 
that the best men of the party be at once put to the 
front, not only in national, but in all local positions 
of trust. 
Third—That we cordially indorse and commend 
the action of the Republican memb rs of the Legis­ 
lature in their attempts to carry out the wishes of 
the people upon the great questions of Chinese im­ 
migration and land monopoly, and that we have 
implicit faith and confidence that all pie gea made 
by them will be redeemed. 
Fourth—That in the inaugural address and the 
subsequent actions of Governor George C. Perkins 
we have not been disappointed, and that in him 
we recognize a Governor worthy to be the leader of 
a great party and the Chief Executive of a great 
State. 
Fifth—That the actions of the Senators am] As­ 
semblymen from this county meet our mast unqual­ 
ified approval. 
Sixth—That it will be the pleasure and duty of 
every Republican, in view of the great struggle ap­ 
proaching, to stand in line and sink all minor con­ 
siderations, to the end that in that contest a triumph 
may result and free government be perpetuated. 
Seventh—That we reaffirm the ltepublioau State 
platform of 187!). 
Eighth—^hat the members of the Legislature from 
this county he an i they are hereby requested to in­ 
quire whether or not any further legislation be 
necessary to establish a sufficient levee fund for this 
citv, and to endeavor to procure such legislation, if 
found necessary. 
Ninth—That in a Republican city like Sacramento 
the city administra* ion ought to be Republican. 


NOMINATIONS. 
After directing the order of nominations, and 
that candidates appear and approve the resolutions, 
the Convention proceeded to nominate candidates. 
C. T. Jones, with eulogistic remarks, nominated 
for Second ’Trustee, Jerome C. Davis, and referred 
to his long residence here, his integrity, his thor­ 
oughness and his fitness for the position, and his 
Republicanism, in an eloquent manner, and urged 
his nomination as the best and fittest in all respects. 
J. R. Watson said no one m-fre fully appreciated 
the liable remarks of Senator Cheney than lie éltl. 
He (the speaker) thought no one could question his 
Republicanism. 
As a Republican, acting ia the 
interests of the city, hcnomirated W. F. Knox, first, 
because he is a Republican : second, because great 
numbers of the voters had solicited him to 6 1 the 
position; third, because of his faithfulness and 
competency in office ; fourth, because the nomina­ 
tion .A any < t’ner man will result in the election of 
Mr. Minis. Mr. Knox had told the speaker that be 
was now and for the future a Republican, and had 
fur ten years voted for more Republiears than Dem­ 
ocrats. 
He is a passive man, and has not been 
active in politics,*and had not turned from his la­ 
bors to talk politics. The speaker saw gentlemen 
in the convention not long since Democrats, bat 
now bright lights, be thanked God, and earnest Re­ 
publicans. If Mr. Knox is nominated he U sure to 
be elected, and will carry the whole ticket with him. 
W. R. Cantwell seconded the nomination of Mr. 
Davis. He asked why Mr. Watson made a speech 
for a Democrat. [Sensation j 
Mr. Watson said be would not permit bis word to 
be questioned. Mr. Knox « « a Republican, and he 
pl^lged his word that Mr. Knox had so affirmed to 
him. [Applause.] 
Mr. Cantwell said Mr. Davis had always been a 
Republican, and was as well qualified as Mr. Knox, 


w.iom he admitted to be qualified and a good man, 
but how long had Mr. Knox been a Republican ? 
Ou, how long? I Laughter and applause.] 
W. C. Van Fleet rose to a point of order, as the 
rule is not to discuss the politics of candidates other 
than those you nominate. 
He thought the point of 
crder well taken. [Great laughter.] 
The Chair thought the point probably well taken, 
but 03 the debate was good-natured he’d let it go on. 
Mr. Cantwell concluded with a few remaiks. 
A. J. Rhoads asked if -Mr. Watson would abide the 
action of the Convention? 
Mr. Watson—I will. 
Mr. Rhoads Will Mr. Knox dp so? 
Mr. Watson—lie Í3 willing to do it, but says he 
cannot consistently do so after pledging himself, as 
be iias, to so many citizens, to run independent, ami 
c./uld not withdraw from that pledge. 
Mr. Rhoads—Then he is willing to take the 
chances to win and none to lose ? Let him come up 
and pledge hi m3 elf and take his chances. 
C. M. Cogían called for the candidates to come up 
and indorse the resolutions. 
H. O. White seconded the nomination of Mr. 
Oavis aud reviewed the nomination of Mr. Kuox. 
Ho said the dclegatos had taken an obligation to 
support only Republicans. He believed Mr. Knox 
to be a Democrat. As a gentleman he respected 
him, and honored him as a good man, but he could 
not, as a Republican, support him. 
If there was 
any Republican stronger and better than Davis he 
would go for him when that was shown. 
H. S. Beals nominated John Ryan, an old Repub­ 
lican, and a competent and experienced man. [Ap­ 
plause.] 
J. F. Richardson 'ndoreed Mr. Ryan as an old and 
tried Republican, an experienced Levee Commis­ 
sioner and the man of all others for Trustee. 
J. It. Watson said he had the interests of the city 
at heart, and of the Republican party, too. lie felt 
sorry that his word had been questioned cs to Mr. 
Knoxes politics. He believed that tha nomination 
of Mr. Davis, good man as he knew him to be, would 
not guarantee success. The nomination of Mr. 
Knox was equivalent to tui election. To r.o man ap­ 
plying for work did Knox ever ask what was his pol­ 
itics. # He knew Mr. Knox had long been a Repub* 
lican, had a long tima seen that the Democratic 
party was dead. 
lie withdrew the name of Mr. 
Knox, ancL predicted that the nomination of Mr. 
Davis would result in the election of William Minis. 
Mr. Ryan, ¡11 behalf of his father, withdrew the 
latter’a name. 
Mr. Davis was called for,[and coming to the stand, 
said it was his first appearance before a Convention 
to ask for an office. If it was the plcasuft of the 
Convention to give him the nomination he would 
make the fight. 
He indorsed the resolutions. 
On motion of Win J. Davis, Jerome 0. Davis 
was nominated by acclamation. 


CHIEF OP POLICE. 
W. R. Cantwell nominated for Chief of Police 
Oliver C. Jackson, and spoke of his long experi­ 
ence, his bravery and integrity. 
G. W. Hancock seconded the nomination, and 
said that a cooler, braver or more efficient officer in 
the performance of duty was not to be found, die 
eulogized him warmly as a trustworthy young man, 
an efficient detective and an incorruptible officer. 
G. K. Rider nominated G. J. Cross, a pioneer, and 
an old-line Republican. 
[Great laughter and ap­ 
plause.] 
H. O. White seconded the nomination of Mr. 
Jackson, and spoke of his peculiar fitness. 
Mr. Jackson came to the stand and indorsed the 
resolutions. lie had been eleven years an officer, 
and believed he could fill the position of Chief of 
Police. 
If the Convention thought better to name 
some one else, he would stand in for the ticket just 
the same. 
G. J. Cross, amidst roars cf laughter, loud ap­ 
plause, and much cheering, came to the stand and 
said it was the first time he had offered his name to 
a Convention for any position. lie had been in Sac. 
raraento since 1819. [Applause.] lie indorsed the 
platform, and had been a Republican from the birth 
of the party. Being here since ’49 I laughter], he 
had been urged to come out for Chief of Police, and 
thought it singular if he didn't know the duties of 
Chief, being here eo long. 
[Great Iaughter.l 
He 
had 
fought 
through 
the Mexican war, 
with General Taylor and General Scott, under 
that noble old banner. If it had not been for that 
little anny the Convention would cot be si ting 
here. [Laughter.] Ask him what* he knew about 
police duty. [Roars and cheers.] If a man who has 
stood guard duty (roars] he need not [cheers] go to 
[treat 
laughter] 
San Francisco and Oakland. 
[Great laughter and cries of “ Go on.”] Wr. Cross 
concluded in the midst of tliq most uproarious mer­ 
riment. 
The roll was called and resulted as follows : First 
Ward—Jackson 15, Cross 1. Second Ward—Jackson 
12, Cross 3. Third Ward—Jackson 17, Cross 5. 
Fourth Ward—Jackson 11, Cross 10. Jackson was 
declared the nominee, and the nomination was made 
unanimous. 
CITY ATTORNEY. 
For City Attorney W. C. Van Fleet nominated, 
with eulogistic remarks regarding liis fitness as a 
lawyer and his standing as a citizen, J. C. Tubbs. 
W. R. Cantwell nominated W. A. Anderson, as a 
man who had been tried at the criminal bar. [Great 
explosion of laughter.] He didn’t mean as a crimi­ 
nal. [Laughter.] He didn't see where the laugh 
came in. [Laughter.] 
He knew hita to be a 
thorough, good prosecutor—one the people had 
fcried in the office, and wrho had not been found 
wanting. 
II. O. White nominated J. II. Duffy. 
Mr. Duffy said lie was in the Convention for busi­ 
ness, and didn’t want a farce played. Mr. White 
well knew that he, Duffy, was nut a candidate, aud 
had never been. 
J. N. Young at some length indorsed the nomina­ 
tion of W. A. Anderson, as he was thoroughly qual­ 
ified for the position as a lawyer and an experienced 
prosecuting officer, and one who had been a hard 
worker for the party. 
R. T. Devlin indorsed the nomination of Mr. An­ 
derson. 
Mr. Tubb.s came forward and indorsed the plat­ 
form. He was a candidate but not an aspirant, for 
if it was au appointive office he would not take it. 
His friends had urged him to allow his name to be 
used, and hence his candidacy. 
Mr. Anderson came to the stage, indorsed the res­ 
olutions and reasserted his Republicanism. 
He had 
not been before a convention as a candidate for over 
ten years. 
He was the auther of the law under 
which the office exists, and if nominated expected 
to win aud serve under it. 
The roll was called, with this result: 
First Ward—Anderson, 1C; Tubbs, 
Second 
Ward—Anderson, 11; Tubbs, 3. Third Ward—An­ 
derson, 11 ; Tubba, 11. 
Fourth Ward—Anderson, 
8 ; Tubbs, 13. 
The nomination of Mr. Anderson was made unan­ 
imous.

Both candidates appeared and indorsed the plat­ 
form. 
The name of Mr. Schmeiser was withdrawn.

CONCLUSION. « 
The business of the Convention concluded with 
the last nomination. M. D. Boruck, as Secretary o! 
the Republican State Central 
Committee, wns 
called out and took the stand. 
He congratulated 
the Convention upon its nomination of a straight 
ticket, and said the party should not give away any 
of the power it won by its late victory. The organ­ 
ization should be made stronger by every nomina­ 
tion, however humble the office to be filled. He 
believed the party has before it the hardest fight tc 
make next fall it ever entered upon. H^ gave the 
statistics of the last State election, and said no man 
could figure out what the strength of the party is 
in California. If at the East they’d put up James

Bloodshed is threatened in our streets^ our wives 
and daughters menaced u ith ravishment, property 
is in danger, and the clouds lower over law, peace 
and order, and there is no man worthy the name to­ 
day who can hesitate as to «where he stands, [im­ 
mense cheering.] Had a Republican been Mayor of 
Sau Francisco that city would not to-day be a hiss­ 
ing by-word in the mouths of nations. [Applause.] 
Let one drop of American blood be shed in 
Sia Francisco by that mob and 
I tell you.
